3rd Question. Is Altament as public a place as Wilsons ?

Answer. Not quite. The public State road crosses the R.
R. at Wilson’s and not at Altament.

4th Question, Why was your vote rejected ?

Anewer. The Judges said I was challenged, but would give
me no other reasons. To all my inquires they answered, I
dont know.”” The Judges belong to the Radical party. They
did not ask me to take the oath.
